We have just recently been 
notified that Cod Liver Oil will be furnished to chil- 
dren who need it, and that there will be assistance with 
noon lunches as soon as the necessary details can be 
arranged. 
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During the year nine patients were taken to the 
hospital; one to the County Farm; five to the T. B. 


Clinic in Laconia; two to the Cancer Clinic; four to the | 


Orthopedic Chnic. Four Tonsillectonies were done. 
Nine obtained glasses and fourteen have had dental 
work done. 

Several Clinics have been held during the past year. 
May 10th Diphtheria Immunization Clinic sponsored by 


the State Dept. of Child Welfare of Concord. Eighteen 


children were immunized. 

On May 31st the children were given their second 
innoculation. 

On May 24th a Chest Clinic was held at the Lang 
Street School. Thirty patients were examined by Dr. 


Kerr, assisted by Miss Garland and the local health 


nurse. 

On Sept. 14th a pre-school Clinic was held at the 
Grange Hall. Twenty children were weighed and 
measured and given a complete physical examination 
by Dr. R. J. Turley, assisted by Miss Vivian Jennings; 
State Field Worker and the local health nurse. 

The Thursday Afternoon Bridge Club have very 
kindly offered to be responsible for furnishing the office 
in the Lang Street school with the necessary equipment, 
so that it will be possible to have a Mother’s Club every 
Friday afternoon’ from 2:00: to 4:00 P. M., whére 
mothers will have an opportunity to have their babies 
weighed.

To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of Educa- 
tion, and Citizens of Meredith: 


“ARE THE SCHOOLS OF TODAY DOING THEIR 
JOB’’—such is the title of a meritorious editorial that 
recently appeared in a leading magazine of our country. 

“In grandfather’s time,” the writer of the editorial 
points out, “schools were quite different. Then the 
home was the dominating influence in the life of the 
child: it is hardly so now. Today we expect more of 
our schools than ever before. Fewer children work, 
and each year we send an increasing number of them 
to school.”

“In. school they form - habits that /willssnen 
throughout their lives. What policies on domestic and 
international issues the voters of a decade or so hence 
will dictate to their governments is in large measure 
determined by attitudes toward others that boys and 
girls are acquiring in schools today.”

“It is not difficult to find out whether reading and 
writing and arithmetic and the:other subjects are 
properly taught; it is less easy to measure all-important 
attitudes.” 

The truths found in the foregoing statements are 
self-evident. 

It is folly to believe that the economic changes of 
the past few months have not left their imprint upon 
our schools. It is perhaps worse to believe that many 
of these imprints, both good and bad, will not remain 
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as permanent factors of our educational system. What 
they are, or what they should be, is a story in itself 
and has no place in this report. Yet, in the educational 
house cleaning of the past few months, two factors 
stand out so clearly that I can not go on without men- 
tioning them. ) 


First, the time seems near at hand when the pupil 
who habitually fails, not because of any lack of ability 
or misfortune, but because of indifference or dislike 
for work,—such a pupil will not be tolerated in our 
secondary schools. He is too costly a liability to 
remain at public expense. : 


Secondly, because of the increasing competition in 
the labor and business worlds, more emphasis and 
attention will be paid to the quality of the scholastic 
record of the individual pupil. 


How important a place these will hold in Meredith 
High School becomes your problem as well as ours. 


Are our schools doing what they should? 


Reflected from your minds as you read this question 
comes the companion question,—Is Meredith High 
School doing what it should? 


Because any satisfactory answer to such a question 
needs searching thought and consideration, it can not 
be found in the following recital of facts. Yet, as you 
thoughtfully study the tables and their comments, 
perhaps someone will find in them the guides to correct 
conclusions. That these conclusions will convey a sense 
of steady and wholesome growth for your high school 
is the sincere hope and belief of the writer.
